Mr.  Braun, 


My  name’s  Chiis  Frates  and  I’m  a reporter  with  CNN.  I’m  looking  at  the  EPA’s 
contracting  records  and  trying  to  determine  how  much  money  was  spent  in  response  to 
the  Gold  King  Mine  spill.  I see  that  you  are  the  person  who  prepared  the  documents  I 
have  questions  about. 


The  documents  show  that  Environmental  Restoration  got  a $500,000  contract  on 
August  6th  for  emergency  response  work  on  Gold  King  Mine.  But  there  was  an 
additional  $945,000  appropriated  to  Environmental  Restoration  on  August  4th; 
$256,000  appropriated  on  August  5th  and  $1  million  appropriated  on  August  13th, 
which  was  effective  on  August  6th.  Those  three  documents  don’t  name  the  Gold  King 
Mine  or  list  the  place  of  performance,  but,  based  on  the  modification  numbers,  it  all 
looks  like  it  was  from  the  same  project. 


I wanted  to  double  check  with  you  to  make  sure  all  those  contracts  are  in  fact  for  the 
Gold  King  Mine.  I also  wanted  to  make  sure  I wasn’t  missing  any  pertinent  documents. 
I’ve  attached  the  documents  for  your  convenience. 


I hope  you  can  help  I look  forward  to  hearing  from  you.
